Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Applicant has amended the independent claims 27 and 29 to include the special technical 
feature of the canister inner wall surface to include at least 5 anti-tracking ribs that are 
unevenly spaced such that there is a unique distance between every two immediately adjacent 
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ribs. The closest cited art— WO 97/19737 and GB 2260713A (same pat. family as 
AU273 14/92) — fail to anticipate or render obvious, alone or in any proper combination, this 
added special technical feature limitation. It is noted that the benefits of the uniquely-spaced 
ribs are found in the specification (page 4, lines 18-24). 
• Because both claims 27 and 29 were amended to include the aforementioned special 
technical feature, the finding of lack-of-unity of the immediately prior office action is 
withdrawn such that the claims grouped together.
